
I have just received information from Mr , . V.Kusnetsov, our 
representative at the nesotiations in Ne^^ York^for liquidation 
of the tense* situation around Cuba, that Mr. Stevenson handed 
him a list of weapons which your side calls offensive. I have 
studied the list and, I must confess, the approach of the

American side to this matter has seriously worried me. In such 
a move, I -will say frimkly, I see a wish to complicate the 
situation, because it is inipossible indeed to place into the 
category of "offensive" v:eapons such types of we?“ ns which i 
■ have always been reffered tp as defensive weapons even by a 
man uneducated militarily - by a common soldier, not to say of

It is hard for: .us to understand what aim is being pursued 
by the introduction of that list, by setting forth such a ^

demand'- in any case it mpst be some other aim, but not a ; 
desire for a speedie-st clearing of the atmosphere. .And it is 
being done at a moment when we have already agreed with you on 
.the main questions and when we on our part , have • already ful- 
filled what *.'e agreed upon - have dismantled rocket vjeapons, 
are loading them now on ships and these weapons will be soon^ 
shipped from Cuba. That is why. I feel greatly concerned with 
the advancing of such- demand by tne -ican side, conceined 
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with its possible consequences, if necessary reasonableness is 
not displa- ed, • 

“The demand which has been set forth is evidently pursuing, 
as I have already said, some other aims and that - I would wisii, 
Mr. President, that you understand me correctly - can lead not 
to the -betterment of our delations' but, on the, contrary, to 
their new aggravation. We should understand the position each 
.side is in and take it into consideration but not overburden, 
net complicate . our relations,, especially- at such an important 
moment when measures are being taken to eliminate the accute te:> 
sicn and bring these relations to a- normal state,' 

That is why I would ask you, Mr. President, to meet o-qr 
anxiety with understanding, to take measures on your side in 
order not to complicate the situation and to give your reprjBsen- 
tatives a directive to eliminate the existing tension on the 
basis upon which both of us have agreed by having exchanged 
public messages. You spoke to the effect that missiles w'hicll 
you called offensive should be removed from Cuba,. We agreed to 
that. You in your turn gave assurances that the so-called 1 
"quarantine" would be pnsTriptly removed and that no invasion 
of Cuba would be made, not only by the U.S, but by other 
countries of the Western hemisphere either. 

Let us then bring. , the achieved understanding to a comple- 
tion, so that we could consider that each side has fulfilled 
its pledges and the question has been settled. If, hov/ever. 
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additional- demands are made, then that means only one thing - 
the danger that the difficulties on the way to eliminating 
tension created around Cuba will not be removed. But that may 
raise then new consequences. 

.1 think that you will understand me correctly. For you ana 
I will evidently have to deal nob only. with elimination of the 
remnants of the present tension - there lies ahead for you and 
me a great, serious talk on other questions. VThy then start now 
complicating the sittiation by qiinor things. May be there exist 
some considerations, but they are beyond our comprehension. As 
for us, we view the introduction of additional demands as a 
wish to bring our relations back again into a heated state in 

which they were but several days ago.
